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being ascertained beyond a doubt that 
such pretences could only be used by 
knaves, and believed by fools. The dif- 
ficulty with the learned judge was to 
suppose, that any persons, at this time 
of day, could persuade themselves into 
the belief of such an absurdity, ft seems 
rather as if the defendants had conceived 
an ill will against this poor woman, and 
bad made this ridiculous belief a pre- 
tence for indulging it. 

The sentence of the court was, that 
each of the nine defeudants, who had 
only made one attack on the poor woman, 
should be imprisoned one month in the 
castle of Lancaster; that the others, who 
had been concerned in both attacks, should 
be imprisoned one month for each, and 
that each of them should hereafter find hail 
to keep the peace for two years, them- 
selves in 1.40 and two sureties in 1.20 
each. 

The following short account of the 
riots at Covent Garden theatre, extract- 
ed from a letter to a gentleman in this 
town, received the 29th November, con- 
veys a lively idea of the scene : 

" We have sad work here about the 
Covent Garden Theatre; I was there 
twice, and the riot and noise exceeded 
any thing vou can imagine. 1 was more 
disgusted with the conduct of the per- 
formers than displeased at the price ; 
they played their parts without seeming 
to pay the least attention to the public. 
Not one syllable could be heard. In one 
part, where a dance was introduced on 
the stage, every one in the pit stood *ui 
the benches, and danced in the same 
time. You cannot conceive any thing 
so ludicrous as it appeared ; the players 
and the audience seemed as if tbey were 
mimicking each other, and the cloud of 
dust raised was so gieat, that you could 
hardly see the stage. The Police Officers 
have been very active in taking up the 
offenders. The tetters O. P. and the 



words Old Prices, are the words by 
which the opposition know each other; 
which are torn down by the managers' 
friends, when thfir party is strong enough; 
in consequence of which many gentlemen 
went with O. P. embroidered on their 
waistcoats, pocket-handkerchiefs, &c^ 
conceiving that an indictment for rob- 
bery mignt be laid if they were taken. 
My friend and I agreed to go with dif- 
ferent mottos on watch-ribbons, and h« 
went accordingly with one on which I 
had printed with gold Itaf Old Prices j 
it answered the purpose most completely; 
and 1 dont think any thing was taken 
more notice of."

The death of the Marquis is an event 
his surviving relatives and friends will ever 
lament. This nobleman was indeed a 
polished gentleman ; his elegant man- 
ners were only exceeded by his easy but 
brilliant conversation, in which the most 
honourable principles were ever manifest- 
ed. His learning was extensive ; and for 
decision of character, quickness of dis- 
cernment, and depth of intellect, he was 
unrivalled. Hiscomitry has loregret such 
endowments were not oftener exerted in 
her service; but although his attachment 
to her liberties and interest was ardent, 
yet a declining state of health rendered 
his Lordship unequal to the fatigues of an 
active life, and even for a length of time 
previous to his decease, prevented his en- 
joying the society of lis nearest friends; 
Lord Landsdowne was, in short, one of the 
noblest works of God, a truly honest man.

AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

From October 20, till November 20. 

The fine weather which set in, about the last week in September, has continued 
ever since, and afforded the fanners full time to secure the potatoes, and sow the late 
crops of wheat, and iu some districts it appears to have induced several of tbem to 
commence ploughing the land designed for spring crops, a practice which, the writer 
of this report has often experienced to be attended With the best effects, stud would be 
glad to see more generally adopted. 

The wheat brought to market is of so poor a quality, that the prices continue rather 
low, and in many places the farmers have experienced much difficulty in procuring 
good lound seed. 

Oats and oatmeal, although the crop was a good one, keep up a tolerably high price, 
partly owing to the scarcity of water, at the corn mills, and partly from an expecta- 
tion, that a liberty may yet be granted to use oats at the distilleries. 

Barley sells at a price sufficient to remunerate the farmer, and induce him to con- 
tinue tbe cultivation of it. 

The fine open weather having allowed the farmers to keep their cattle much longer 
than usual, at grass, will prove a great saving to the hay, and probably make up part 
for the deficiency of that crop.

Distillation from grain is prohibited by a proclamation from the Privy Council, 
until forty days after the meeting of parliament, when it is probable the prohibition 
will be further continued.

•kill between the landed and agricultural interests, and the West Indian merchants, 
or as rum against whiskey, although it is probably with a view principally to favour 
the West India interest that the measure is adopted.
